CONRADES DENIES. 
HOUSE'S AUTHORITY 


Says Courts and Certain Officials 
Alone Have Right to Exam- 
ine Tax Receipts. 


DUTIES WHOLLY LEGISLATIVE 


Attorney Who Wrote Resolution De- 
fends Delegates’ Authority in 
Hearing Before Court. 


Arguments in the habeas corpus proceed- 

ings instituted for the release of J. H. 
Conrades, Jr., from restraint under a war- 
rant issued by the House of Delegates 
charging him with contempt in refusing to 
produce books and papers of the J. H. 
Conrades Chair Co. were made Saturday 
‘forenoon before the Court of Appeals. 
’ he formal return to the petition for the 
writ of habeas corpus was read by Attor- 
ney Peter T. Barrett, representing the 
House. of Delegates, and John Strobel, 
sergeant-at-arms. The provisions under 
which the House committee investigating 
taxes and licenses is proceeding were set 
forth at length. 

William E. Fisse made the opening ar- 
gument._in support of the habeas corpus 
writ. In substance he contended that the 
functions whith the House of Delegates 
and its investigating committee were at- 
tempting to exercise properly belonged to 
the license collector and other officials 
and the courts. 

He insists that the House was purely a 
legislative body. 

The resolution which provided for the 
appointment of an investigating committee 
and under-which it has been proceeding he 
denominated as ‘‘buncombe and nonsense.”’ 

Referring to the sentiment expressed in 
the resolution in favor of “putting the dis- 
honest under the searchlight,"’ he said the 
charter might be searched very diligently, 
but no authority for anything of that kind 
would be found. ‘ 

The committee was limited, he said, in 
any investigation it might make, to the 
public departménts and that it had no 
power to summon private persons before it 
for the purpose of testifying. 

If there had been delinquencies or even 
frauds along the lines which were being 


.|followed by the committee the relief was 


in officials and courts. 

Conceding that a person was guilty of 
anything, he could not be compelled to 
produce evidence against himself. 

Mr, Fisse was asked if Mr. Conrades 
based his refusal to produce. books and pa- 
pers on the statement that the information 
gained from them might tend to. incrimi- 
nate him. Mr. Fisse said it was not put in 
tft form, but that he held the books and 
papers -were hse 

Mr. Barrett argue that under the terms 
of the resolution the committee had the 
rigth to investigate the books of private 
firms. He insisted that if the invest gation 
under the resolution was confined to the 
public departments, then by necessary im- 
plicatfon the committee would have a right 
to find out, by lines of private investiga- 
tion, whether officials were doing their 
duty. 

He raiged a laugh by denying that he had 
written the resolution and that he was re- 
sponsible for the language used in it. 

F. N. Judson continued the argument in 
support of the petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus. He declared that Mr. Conrades 
was entitled to the protection afforded by 
the constitution. which exempts a person 
from producing.anything which by any pos- 
sipility might tend to incriminate’ him. He 
insisted that it was not necessary for Mr. 
Conrades to declare that such would be the 
tendency of the information which the 
House sought at his hands. It was only 

ecessary, he said, for a witness to declare 
that tendency. 

He argued that corporations are entitled 
to the same protection as individuals where 
the information sought might be used to 
deprive it of the right to do business. 

The ‘court announced that a decision 
would be handed down at 10 o'clock Tues- 
ay. In the meantime Mr. Conrades is 
freed from restraint by a bond.

THE THIBETAN 


GENERAL KILLED 


All of His Personal Escort and Five 
Lhassa Officials Fell in Bat- 
tle With British. 

TNA, THIBET, April 2—The Thibetan 
general, the whole of his personal escort 
and five Lhassa officials, were among the 
hundreds killed tn the fighting of March 31 
at Guru, Thibet. 

The smali British losses are aqgounted for 
by the fact that#&he Thibetans were 50 hud- 
dled together that the majority were unable 
either to use their swords or to fire. The 
swordsmen in the front rank could not 
reac: the Sikhs, who had fixed bayonets, 
while the.men in the middle of the mob 
could not reach the enemy, but many of 
them probably killed each other in the mad 
excitement. The scene recalled oldtime 
fights in cockpits, the grim. determined 
faces of the Thitetans, lighted with devil- 
dom savagery, expressing contempt for the 
Sikhs, whom they outnumbered six or 


seven to one. 
.. an the Lhassa general fired the first 


shot. the Thibetans, with wild shouts, 
drew their swords, fired their matchlocks 
and surged forward. About a dozen 
swordsmen made a desperate rush in the 
direction of Col. Macdonald and a small 
knot of officers. Four Thibetans attacked 
Mr. Can the correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily 1,. but Co. Macdonald seized 
and shot down two of them at a 
few yards and another officer killed the 
eee. thus saving Mr. Candler’s life.

the wall were met with a terrible magazine 
rifie fire, but they did not falter, those be- 
hind springing over the heaps of dead and 
continuing the fight until riddled with bul- 
lets. ee Sooty the Thibetans retired 
they mped ack slowly and stead- 
ily, though followed by a hall of bullets.

Through its verdict returned Saturday 
morning a jury in the East St. Louls city 
court held that the Mississippi river flood 
of last May and loss incident thereto was 
“an act of God.” 

James Burnison, government inspector at 
the stockyards, had sued the Illinois Cen- 
tra] Railroad Co. for $92 for the delay of 
his household goods in transit from Ham- 
mond, Ind., and the railroad company set 
up as. its defense the fact that the flood, 
which delayed the freight, was an act of 
God, and that it was not responsible for 
the delay. The plaintiff on the other hand 
maintained that the delay was chargeable 
to the negligence of the railroad company 
and was therefore an act of man. Judge 
Moyers instructed the jury that loss by act 


of God was one resulting from natural 
causes, which neither the care, skill nor 
foresight of man could avert.

Secret Inquiry of the United States 
Department of Commerce Will 
Begin in St. Louis. 


TO INVESTIGATE BEEF TRUST 


Testimony to Be Taken Also in Chi- 
cago, Kansas City, St. Joseph 
and Probably Omaha. 


A*corps of agents of the United States 
department of commerce is in St. Louis 
today inquiring, into the operations of the 
Beef Trust. 

Their names and their miovements are 
kept sécret. 

They have been sent out by Secretary 
Cortelyou in accordance with to resolution 
of Congress instructing him to investi- 
gate ‘“‘the causes of the alleged low prices 
of beef cattle in the United States in 
July and the unusually large margin be- 
tween the prices of beef cattle and the 
selling prices of fresh beef.” 

The resolution ordering the investiga- 
tion directs Mr. Cortelyou to scertain 
and report whether these conditions have 
resulted in whole or in part from any 
combination in restraint of commerce, 
whether the prices have been manipulated 
by any corporate combination and, if so, 
what the capitalization, management and 
profits of such combination are. 

From St. Louis the inspectors will visit 
Chicago, Kansas City and St. Joseph in 
turn. They will also probably visit 
Omaha. 

The agents will take testimony in each 
sf the cities and from the information 
submitted by them Mr. Cortelyou will 
make his report to the President. 

Should the President see fit to proceed 
against the Beef Trust after reading the 
report, he will order Attorney-General

As to threats of cancelling contracts b 
the two leaders, Mr. Stewart says if suc

Judge Davis has arranged a conference 
with Attorney-General Crow, but the exact 
date has not been fixed. Mr. Crow stated 
to the Post-Dispatch today that the United 
States authorities seemed anxious to get 
information relative to St. Louis Terminal 
monopoly, which, he declares, !s ‘‘greater 
and more ruinous than the Northern Se- 
curities merger, which has been declared Il- 
legal." 

As heretofore pointed out by the Post- 
Dispatch, the Merchants’ Bridge Coy and 
the St. Louis and East St. Louis Bridge 
Co., owners of Eads bridge, entered into a 
contract, by the terms of which the Mer- 
chants’ company granted to the Terminal 


on condition that the latter should dis- 
charge all of its IHabilities. 

The Merchants’ Terminal charter con- 
tains a clause to the effect that In case it 
should combine with any other bridge com- 
pany it shall be subject to confiscation by 
the war department. 

The war department has had the case tn- 
der investigation about a year. or since the 
facts showing the consolidation which the 
two companies had effected were first ex- 
ploited by the Post-Dispatch.

Injures Female Character 
Cfo the Fditor off the Post-Dispatch. 


In Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch “Equity” 
wanted to hear from ministers and great 
and thoughtful men on the subject of 


having women act as election clerks. The 
writer is not a minister nor a great man, 
but he is thoughtful, so is competent to

ject. He is against such a proposition. ° 
He has lived many years in the West and 
spent much time in each of the states 
where women have all the rights of men 
in regard to voting and holding office.
